Dr. William T. Hornaday, tho 
naturalist pays high tribute to Tex­ 
as and Michigan for pushing laws 
designed to protect game birds 
from ruthless destruction. 
While 
these two s ta te 1 have made ex­ 
cellent reform s and «ix others have 
taken steps in the right direction, 
yet the naturalist points out all 
of this will come to naught so 
long as a m ajority of the states 
refuse to join in the campaign 
of conserving wild life. 
Conser­ 
vation of natural resources is one 
of the few fields where uniform 
national legislation is justifiable 
and absoultely necessary. 
Since 
game birds fly from state to state, 
they can't be adequately protected 
by local laws. Texas has done well 
but she should not stop at that 
but should make her work perm a­ 
nent and effective by helping fight 
for nation-wide protection of mi­ 
gratory birds.

Captain Thomas B artlett was an 
old land holder living in Tennes­ 
see. 
Ile had been a pioneer and 
had fought in the Creek War at 
New Orleans and in th© war with 
Mexico. 
Calvert Vaught, the only nep­ 


hew and heir of Captain Bartlett, 
had lived with his uncle ever since 
childhood, when he was left an or­ 
phan. 
He had always been taught 
to love the Union and to fight 
for it if necessary, so when the 
War broke out between the North 
and the South, he joined the Fed­ 
eral forces. 
Captain B artlett did not agree 
with the stand the Union was tak­ 
ing in this instance, so he stood 
firmly 
for 
the 
South. 
When 
Hood’s army marched into Tennes­ 
see aud called for old men as well 
as young, Burlett went. 
He was 
given a' place of honor on Hood’s 
staff, but was not allowed in the 
ranks on account of age. 
On the last afternoon of No­ 
vember, Hood’s army matched ov­ 
er the hills surrounding Franklin, 
where Schofield’s army 
was 
on 
guard. 
In a thicket of Lees near 
the Columbia turnpike, the Feder­ 
a l’* strongest battery 
had 
been 
placed. 
Hood saw this, and sent 
B artlett to tell Cleburne to cap­ 


ture it. 
Cleburne was stationed 
in front of an old gin house 
As 
B artlett drove up, 
the division 
charged, and he fell in with them. 
He saw Cleburne lead his men to 
the foot of the ram parts, where he 
fell, pierced by a dozen bullets. 
Again and again Bartlett car­ 
ried Hood’s order for generals to 
take the battery, only to report a 
death each time. 
Finally there 
was no one left to lead so Captain 
Bartlett asked to b* allowed the 
Tennessee troops, and was given 
permission. When they’ were with­ 
in fifty feet of the enemy’s breast­ 
works, B artlett 
gave orders to 
charge. C. Vaughn commanded the 
Federal'* battery where the Co­ 
lumbia turnpike met the breast­ 
works. 
lie had stood at his post 
all night and had stopped nine des­ 
perate charges. It was nearly mid­ 
night, and he thought the battle 
was over, when he saw another 
column of gray approaching, 
lie 
gave the command to fire, but as 
he looked again, 
his 
blood ran 


cold, for the leader of the Con­ 
federate forces 
was his uncle, 
Captain 
B artlett! 
Ile gave the 
command to cease firing, an’d u 
soldier in his ranks struck him on 
the head, intending to kill him as 
a traitor. 
Captain tiarlett had recognized 
Calvert, and after the battle he 
went to get his body, but it, was 
gone, 
He heard that it had been 
carried off by Jim, a slave, who 
had followed Calvert through the 
war. 
Several years later a well­ 
known outlaw was captured. 
Af­ 
ter his imprisonment he confessed 
that hidden away iii the mountains 
of Tennessee was n man with the 
mind of a child, cared for by an 
old negro. 
This man was Calvert 
Vaught, who had been given up as 
dead. 
The outlaw had hidden him 
and protected him because he had 
once saved his life. 
Some friends took Culvert to a 
famous doctor, aud a few months 
later he returned, sound in mind 
and body.

was 
born in New York City, N. Y., 
November 6, 1844, and came to 
Texas in 1873.

He 
enlisted in the Union Army, Com 
pany B, 28rd Missouri Regiment, 
in 1801, and nerved for four years. 
At the Battle of Shiloh, April 6, 
1802, he was taken prisoner, and 
was in Prison at Macon, Ca., and 
Montgomery, Alabama for eight 
months. 
He cam* to Texas after 
the war, and iii 1877 was married 
to Miss Clemmie Moseley in Braz­ 
os County. 
They cam# to Bryan 
soon after their marriage and Mr. 
Hawes opened a marble yard, near 
the court house in this city, which 
place he owned and operated for 
more than forty years. 
He wa* 
a life long christian, and was a 
charter member of the First Chris­ 
tian Church of Bryan, where he 
is still a member. 
His first wife 
died in this city in 1893, and in 
1896 he was married a second tim# 
to Mrs. Annie Hairston of Cald­ 
well. The second Mrs. Hawes died 
in this city in July 1919, and 
since her death Mr. Hawes has 
lived at the old home with 
his 
daughter, Miss Ollie Hawes, who 
tenderly cared for him in his last 
years.
